deaf  students  blend  into  L-R  scene 


A  casual  walk  around  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  may  not 
reveal  a  very  special  part  of  its  educational  program. 

In  fact,  even  close  observation  of  campus  activities 
might  not  reveal  that  Lenoir-Rhyne  is  one  of  the  few  col  leges 
or  universities  in  the  nation  where  hearing-impaired  stu- 
dents make  up  a  portion  of  the  regular  undergraduate 
enrollment. 

Lenoir-Rhyne's  program  for  the  hearing-impaired  is  out- 
standing. The  college  employs  certified  professional  inter- 
preters, and  paid  student  notetakers  provide  hearing- 
impaired  classmates  with  two  sets  of  notes  for  each  of  their 
classes.  The  notetakers  also  assist  in  group  and  individual 
study  sessions. 

Speech  work  and  tutoring  are  available  to 
Lenoir-Rhyne's  hearing-impaired,  and  captioned  films  are 
shown  on  a  regular  basis.  The  hearing-impaired  students 
can  also  take  advantage  of  academic  and  social  counseling 
by  professional  staff. 

In  addition,  the  college  has  installed  doorbell  and  fire 
alarm  lights  and  several  tele-typewriters  for  telephone 
communication. 

"Our  program  is  not  for  all  hearing-impaired  students," 
says  coordinator  of  services  Kathy  Whitesell  74,  "but  for 
those  who  want  a  quality  education  in  a  hearing  environ- 
ment, we  have  everything  they  need  and  more." 

Why  the  anonymity  then?  That,  says  Miss  Whitesell, 
speaks  to  the  success  of  Lenoir-Rhyne's  program  during  its 
first  two  years.  The  nine  hearing-impaired  students  at  the 
college  have  blended  into  the  campus  scene.  They  are  "part 
of  the  crowd." 

Such  was  not  the  case  in  fall,  1977,  when  Lenoir-Rhyne 
enrolled  its  first  hearing-impaired  students.  The  five  women 
who  came  to  the  campus  then  were  some  of  the  first 
hearing-impaired  students  in  North  Carolina  to  begin  regu- 
lar undergraduate  programs  of  study.  It  was  one  of  the  first 
times  that  students  of  their  handicap  could  choose  a  col  lege 
other  than  Gallaudet  in  Washington,  D.C.

It  was  also  a  first  for  many  members  of  Lenoir-Rhyne's 
student  body,  faculty  and  staff.  Most  had  never  worked  and 
lived  in  close  proximity  to  the  hearing-impaired. 

Naturally,  relations  were 
sometimes  strained  in  the 
early  months  of  the  program. 

"Initially,"  says  Miss 
Whitesell,  "our  hearing- 
impaired  students  felt  that 
many  members  of  the  campus 
community  were  a  bit  fearful 
and  stand-offish,  or  they  went 
to  the  other  extreme  and  were 
overprotective.  They,  too, 
were  somewhat  apprehen- 
sive, so  the  'meshing  process' 
was  not  always  smooth." 

An  unusual  amount  of 
publicity  did  not  help  the  situation.  As  one  of  the  first  three 
colleges  and  universities  in  North  Carolina  to  accept 
hearing-impaired  students  into  their  regular  undergraduate 
programs  (Lenoir-Rhyne,  Gardner-Webb  and  East 
Carolina),  Lenoir-Rhyne  attracted  a  great  deal  of  attention  in 
1977. 

Newspaper  and  television  stories  appeared,  countless 
photographs  were  taken,  and  soon  Lenoir-Rhyne's  hearing- 
impaired  students  grew  tired  of  the  media  pressure.  They 
complained  that  they  were  being  singled  out  simply  be- 
cause of  their  handicap. 

And  then  there  was  the  communication  barrier.  Hearing 
and  hearing-impaired  alike  found  it  frustrating  not  to  be  able 
to  communicate. 

Lenoir-Rhyne  subscribes  to  the  "total  communication" 
school  of  thought  held  by  the  North  Carolina  School  for  the 
Deaf  in  Morganton,  its  longtime  partner  in  training  teachers 
of  the  hearing-impaired.

impaired  should  have  the  benefit  of  every  possible  means  of 
communication  —  signing,  lip-reading,  speaking  if  they 
have  the  capability,  etc.  While  some  believe  in  lip-reading 
totally  to  avoid  the  "labeling"  effects  of  signing,  the  two 
Unifour  area  schools  contend  that  lip-reading,  even  when 
mastered,  leaves  too  much  room  for  error.  Hundreds  of 
words,  they  point  out,  are  said  with  the  same  lip  movement. 

Thus,  in  1977,  many  hearing  members  of  the  Lenoir- 
•Rhyne  community  found  themselves  unable  to  communi- 
cate with  their  new  hearing-impaired  neighbors.  The  new 
students  fared  somewhat  better,  having  dealt  with  numerous 
hearing  people,  but  both  groups  found  it  difficult  to  relate 
without  a  common  knowledge  of  the  various  necessary 
skills. 

Soon,  however,  things  began  to  change.  Both  hearing 
and  hearing-impaired  became  less  apprehensive.  Many 
hearing  members  of  the  community  took  sign  classes  of- 
fered on  campus  or  discovered  other  methods  of  communi- 
cation. The  newness  of  the  program  began  to  wear  off,  and 
most  of  all,  students,  faculty  and  staff  learned  that  the 
hearing-impaired  were  people,  just  like  them. 

"After  awhile,"  smiles  Miss  Whitesell,  "the  hearing  peo- 
ple on  campus  discovered  that  our  hearing-impaired  stu- 
dents were  human.  They  found  that  they  have  various  talents 
and  various  faults  just  like  everybody  else. 

"They  came  to  know  our  hearing-impaired  students  as 
people  and  limited  the  special  treatment.  Atthe  same  time," 
the  coordinator  continues,  "our  hearing-impaired  students 
lost  some  of  their  fears.  They  began  to  approach  other 
members  of  the  campus  community  with  less  apprehension, 
and  in  many  cases  they  found  acceptance  for  more  reasons 
than  just  their  handicap." 

A  change  had  been  wrought  on  the  Lenoir-Rhyne  cam- 
pus, and  both  hearing  and  hearing-impaired  benefitted.  The 
hearing-impaired,  of  course,  were  receiving  a  landmark 
opportunity  —  the  chance  to  attend  a  college  other  than 
Gallaudet.  The  hearing  were  enjoying  a  "hands-on"  educa-

tion  in  deaf  awareness. 

Many,  for  example,  learned  for  the  first  time  that  a 
number  of  hearing-impaired  people  can  speak,  thus  de- 
stroying in  their  minds  the  old  "deaf  and  dumb"  myth.  Stu- 
dents preparing  to  teach  the  hearing-impaired  were  pro- 
vided countless  opportunities  for  first-hand  experiences 
with  persons  of  that  handicap,  and  others  changed  their 
career  plans  to  include  some  thought  of  working  with  the 
hearing-impaired.  In  general,  deaf  awareness  rose  consid- 
erably.

The  hearing-impaired  students  became  regular  campus 
citizens.  One,  who  is  profoundly  deaf  with  little,  if  any,  intel- 
ligible speech,  was  a  member  of  last  year's  women's  bas- 
ketball team.  Throughout  the  entire  season  she  did  not  use 
an  interpreter  or  any  other  special  services. 

Another  hearing-impaired  student  is  completing  her 
second  year  in  the  Lenoir-Rhyne  band,  and  the  recent 
Playmaker  production  of  "Godspell"  included  a  deaf  ac- 
tress. Still  another  hearing-impaired  student  sits  on  the 
House  Council  of  her  residence  hal  I,  and  two  were  on  the  fall 
semester  dean's  list. 

There  are  still  problems,  certainly,  but  the  lesson  is 
clear,  according  to  Miss  Whitesell. 

"Many  people  don't  give  the  deaf  enough  credit,"  says 
the  Lenoir-Rhyne  staffer.  "It  is  true  that  the  hearing-impaired 
need  some  special  services,  some  extra  help,  but  our  ex- 
perience here  has  shown  that  at  least  some  deaf  students 
can  compete  in  a  hearing  environment.  What's  more,  they 
have  demonstrated  that  they  have  a  great  deal  to  offer  to  the 
hearing." 

And  so  the  story  of  Lenoir-Rhyne's  program  for  the 
hearing-impaired  continues  —  the  story  of  a  very  special 
program  and  the  very  special  school  which  makes  it  possi- 
ble. Despite  its  uniqueness,  however,  don't  look  for  the 
program  or  its  students  to  "stand  out  like  a  sore  thumb." 
Lenoir-Rhyne's  hearing-impaired  students  are  "part  of  the 
crowd"  —  contributing  members  of  the  community.

Strategy  for  the  Seventies  Winding  Down 

Strategy  for  the  Seventies  has  been  Lenoir-Rhyne's  over- 
arching Development  program  spanning  the  decade  of  the 
1970's.  Officially  that  program  ends  December  31,  1979  with 
nine  months  yet  remaining.  With  an  overall  goal  of  $12,000,000, 
the  total  received  as  of  March  1,  1979,  in  gifts  and  pledges  is  as 
follows:

Some  of  the  physical  results  of  the  Strategy  for  the  Seventies 
include:  the  construction  of  the  twomilliondollarShuford  Phys- 
ical Education  Addition;  an  increase  in  the  permanent  endow- 
ment of  the  college  from  less  than  two  million  dollars  to  4.8 
million;  the  establishment  of  numerous  endowed  scholarship 
funds;  substantial  improvements  to  the  buildings,  facilities, 
parking  and  grounds;  funds  on  hand  toward  construction  of  a 
new  classroom  building;  $267,000  committed  to  the  Catawba 
Valley  Endowed  Chair  in  Business. 

Solicitation  efforts  will  continue  to  the  end  of  the  year  for  the 
successful  conclusion  of  the  Strategy  program. 


The  Forward  Together  Campaign

For  Lutheran  Brotherhood  Policyholders 

The  Lutheran  Brotherhood  Insurance  Company  has  initiated 
a  new  program  called  IMPACT  (Inviting  Member  Participation  in 
Aiding  Lutheran  Colleges  Throughout  the  United  States),  a  pro- 
gram by  which  the  company  will  match  any  gift  of  a  policyholder 
to  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  up  to  $100  within  a  calendar  year. 

Gifts  of  more  than  $100  may  be  matched  under  certain  con- 
ditions if  there  is  more  than  one  contract  holder  within  the 
family.  To  be  eligible  for  the  plan,  the  contributor  must  be  a 
benefit  contract  holder,  or  a  limited  member  (non-Lutheran 
spouse  and/or  children  who  are  contract  holders),  or  an  as- 
sociate member  (one  who  owns  shares  in  a  Lutheran  Brother- 
hood mutual  fund). 

To  our  knowledge,  this  is  the  first  insurance  company  in  the 
country  which  has  a  matching  gift  program  for  policyholders.

Deferred  Giving  Program  Moving  Ahead 

An  effective,  aggressive  Deferred  Giving  Program  is  a  top 
priority  of  the  college.  Gifts  through  estate  planning  and  de- 
ferred giving  represent  the  largest  single  source  of  potential 
gifts  for  the  college,  a  source  that  is  virtually  untapped.  Nation- 
wide, approximately  85%  of  all  deferred  gifts  to  institutions  of 
higher  learning  are  for  endowment.  Unrestricted  endowment  is 
Lenoir-Rhyne's  greatest  single  long-term  financial  need. 

A  one-year  contract  has  been  established  between  the  col- 
lege and  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  Foundation  relative  to 
the  promotion  and  implementation  of  a  deferred  giving 
program. 

LCA  Foundation  representative,  Dr.  Robert  A.  Grunow,  of 
Orlando,  Fla.,  began  his  work  with  the  col  lege  last  month  —  on  a 
three-day  per  month  basis  —  visiting  and  consulting  with  de- 
ferred giving  prospects.  A  grant  from  the  Aid  Association  for 
Lutherans  to  the  LCA  Foundation  is  funding  a  deferred  giving 
seminar  on  campus  May  10-11  and  providing  a  one-year  training 
program  in  charitable  estate  planning  for  the  college's  Director 
of  Development.

College  seniorfrom  Winston-Salem,  and

He  transferred  to  Lenoir-Rhyne  from 
Montreat-Anderson  Junior  College. 

A  participant  in  many  co-curricularac- 
tivities,  Wilkins  has  won  numerous 
awards  inforensics  and  adds  the  Carl  isle 
award  to  several  recognitions  by  NCSL. 


The  latter  is  NCSL's  top  honor,  going  to 
"the  one  person  who  best  exemplifies 
the  qualities  and  ideals  that  the  NCSL 
believes  in  and  promotes  through  its 
activities." 

The  Lenoir-Rhyne  delegation's 
award-winning  bill  called  for  the  aboli- 
tion of  the  state's  present  Commission  of 
Public  Utilities,  proposing  instead  a  De- 
partment of  Public  Utilities  with  an 
elected  head.

Physiology  Section  of  the  North  Carolina 
Academy  of  Science's  Collegiate 
Division. 

Gaither  presented  a  paper  on 
"Bioelectricity  and  Regeneration:  Initia- 
tion of  Frog  Limb  Regeneration  by  Mi- 
nute Currents,  Both  Constant  and  Inter- 
mittent "  at  the  academy  meeting  on  the 
campus  of  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  -  Greensboro. 

The  Lenoir-Rhyne  junior  won  the  top 
prize  for  his  section  in  competition  with 
eight  other  students  from  colleges  and 


universities  across  the  state. 

Gaither's  research  dealt  with  leopard 
frogs,  animals  that  do  not  ordinarily  re- 
generate lost  limbs.  He  duplicated  re- 
search demonstrating  that  mild  electri- 
cal currents  can  induce  some  regenera- 
tion, as  well  asdiscovering  that  intermit- 
tent rather  than  constant  currents  may 
produce  even  better  results. 

The  inference  from  this  type  research 
is  that  the  same  kind  of  treatment  may 
someday  produce  regeneration  of  lost 
limbs  in  other  animals,  including 
humans.
